Of Water 


ARMER ‘TAPS CATCHMENT 


An ingenious method of stealing water during 


the drought season—diverting it from the catchwater 
along Shingmoon Reservoir to a site several hundred 
yards away—was adopted bya former to irrigate 
his paddy fields in Sang Tsin Village near Tsunwan. : 


“The, man. dug, a hole on the bed" 


of the. catchwater and utilised part 
of a concrete pipe undernenth it to 
Jead the water into o small trench 
which eventually drained the water 
into the paddy field, Tho thicf also 
adopted a clever camouflage to 
prevent detection. of ‘the trench. In 
digging the hole however, the offen~ 
der caused damage to the catchwater 
fo the’ value of about $240. 


The foreman of the waterworks, 
-Chan Hee, first noticed the hole in 
the dry weather channel dlong the 
‘catchwater on May 31. He sus- 
pected nothing and thought It was 
an ordinary defect. He plugged the 
hole with an improvised stopper. 
When he returned to carry out hia 
routine Inspection two days later he 
found the stopper removed and ho 
then reported his susplclon to Mr 
G.'’D. Wodgar, an inspector of’ the 
Waterworks, 


WHAT INSPECTOR FOUND 


Mr Wodgnar carried out an inspec- 
tlon and found ‘that the hole had 
been dtg some distance from the 
reservolr, The catchwater, he add- 
ed, was about six miles “long. A 
close exarhination revealed that a 
nine-inch concrete pipe ald under 
neath the catchwater to relieve the 
Pressure of the water during rainy 
days, had also been damaged. <A 
hole had also been dug, draining 
the water from the dry weather 
channel down the pipe. -He then 
traced the flow af the water and 
found that at the end of the pipe 
there wis an ecarthern channel, 
partly camouflaged, which had 
been newly constructed on the hill- 
side to tend the water about vn 
quarter of n mile to some paddy 
field, He then reported his dis- 
covery to the Pollec. 


Inspector F. Roberts visited the 
scene on June 6 and traced the 
channel to the paddy belonging to a 
farmer nomed Sun Sang, who was 
arrested ond charged before Mr 
Latimer at Kowloon Court today 
with two counts of altering the 
waterworks and taking water other 
thun through a main and meter.

FORMIDABLE THREAT 

“This is a pretty formidable 
threat that is facing Dritaln—of a 
Rovernment by a ruthless doctrin- 
aire minority, 

“It was exactly the same ten- 
dency which led to the destruction 
of free, institutions In Czechoslova- 
kia and elsewhere. 

“Ido not say that extreme views 
of that kind are held by the Sa- 
ciallst Party. The vast majority 
are modcrate, sensible men and tf 
they hnd their way I om sure, this 
mensure would never have been 
introduced. - . 

“But it is not those who control 
the polley of the Government—it Is 
the more extreme wing. If the 
Government took away the essential 
safoguards of the Iibertics of the 
British people, posterity would not 
forglve them. : 

“This Bill merely opens the way 
to tho enemies within the gates to 
overthrow the free institutlons of 
thls country,” he asserted,

This Bill would enable the Govern- 
ment to nationalise the steel Industry 
and pass it Into law, despite the 
known opposition of the House of 
Lords, before the next general 
election, duc in, 1950. 

Lord Salisbury sald he could not 
understand why the Government, 
which expressed an attachment to 
democracy—he believed it was sin-

"Tt 1g not a party matter,” he 
added. “The rights and Ubertles of 
dhe British” people are“ at“stake.” ~~ 
The Opposition, he sald, could not 
agree that a majority In the House 
of Commons should have a blank 
cheque to-legisinte irrespectively of 
what the British people might think. 
Lord Jowitt, ‘the Lord Chancellor, 
said earlier In the debate that the 
Opposition was apprehensive — that 
there might arise {n Britain a 
government of the extreme Right or 
the extreme Left. 3 
“My uttltude is that I. should dis- 
like both equally. But do you 
really think that the existing powers 
in the Parllament Act are any pro- 
. tection against such an event? 
“What a matchboard protection 
against the rising flood of distontent.” 
The Government would tolerate no 
obstruction from the House of Lords 
it if decided to nationallse the steel 
industry, Many Peers had expressed 
in no uncertain terms their dislike 
of thts possibillty, he added, 
{ prevention Is belter than cure, 
the Government ~ had = “ntnple 
Rround” for saying that it would 
prevent such obstructlon trom 
taking place. ; : 
ALL PARTY CONFERENCE 
Referring to the all-party Con- 
ference, he sald” that he thought 
nine months was ample time for 
the House of Lords to consider a 
Bill. The Government could not 
accept. the measure of control: 
which the Opposition claimed. . 
He felt that they had o-real op- 


a‘ vital constitutional safe- 


rtunity at the Conference 
fre problem—‘one of these op- 
porturdtics which do not often ro- 
cur in a lifetime.” 
“In fact, wo achieved nothing, 
but we narrowly missed achieving 
everything.’ 

Rejecting the idea’ that the Gov- 
ernment ought to have a mandate 
from the electorate before curtail- 
Ing the House of Lords’ powers, 
Lord Jowltt said this Parliament 
had had to decide matters of first 
moment—such as Indio and Pales- 
tino—which could not have been 
referred to the clectorate.

London, June 8.—The Czecho- 
slovak~Minister---in--Stockholm 
and two members of the Czech 
Embassy staff in Paris resigned 
today in protest against the re- 
signation, some 24 hours ago, of 
Dr Eduard Benes, as President 
of Czechoslovakia. 


M, Edward Taborsky, Minister in 
Stockholm, gave up his post be- 
cause of the “intolerable conditions 
which forced Dr Benes to resign”, 
a Reuter message from the Swedish 
capital said, . 

M. Vaclav Benes, a 38-ycar old 
Counsellor at the Czech Embassy 
in Paris nnd a nephew of Dr Benes, 
and M. Karel Hanus, another mem- 
ber of the staff, had earlier resigned. 

M. Vaclav Benes told Reuter: “The 
moment in which my uncle resign- 
ed was. the last moment when every 
drue Czechoslovak living abroad and 
hnving the possibitlty. of a {ree 
choice of his own free-will will have 
to separate himself from the Prague 


regime.” : : 

In Prague today, M. Klement 
Gottwald, the Communist Czecho- 
slovak Premier, called on President 
Benes in his country home at 
Sezimovo Usti to Inform hlm of the 
decislons taken by the Government 
after the President's resignation 
yesterday, ‘ . 

After officlat ‘business had been 
discussed, Dr Benes remained in 
conversation with M. Gottwald for 
some time.—Reuter.

. Policy Announced — 


Washington, June 8 —The 
United States today ‘ decided 
against the placing of a total 
embargo on the shipment of 
industrial: goods to Russia and 
other Eastern countries and 
declared that it intended to 
carry on trade with that area 
on a atrict “quid pro quo basis.” 

The policy was announced ‘by Mr 
Charles Sawyer, Secretary of Com- 
merce, who told a press conference: 
“We do not intend to place an em- 
bargo on shipments to Eastern Europe. 
We benefit from thelr trade and we 
intend to maintain it on a quid pro 
quo basis". : ‘ 

InsistIng (hat trade between Ens- 
tern Europe ond the United States 
and the rest of the world was 
“essential to world recovery", Mr 
Snwyer sald there was no agreement 
or policy that would halt “the ship- 
ment of industrial goods to Eastern 
Europe fn the future”. 


ERP PRIORITIES © 

On the other hand,-he declined 
to say what type of goods would 
be permitted but asserted that the 
applications for export 
would be dealt with on an indivi- 
dual basis without any advance stan-

In theory, Mr Sawyer added, there
